In the legislature yesterday the gov- 
ernment bill to ratify the cancellation of 
grauts to the Columbia & Western rail 
way of certain blocks in South East 
■ Kootenay, in lieu of earned land sub' 
sidy, went through committee without 
material amendment, received its third 
reading, and now only awaits assent by 
the 'Lieutenant-Governor to become law. 
The bill to conserve the interests of 
settlers on the B. & X. railway reserve 
was introduced by message; and the 
Medical 'Act amendment bill of Mr. 
Hayward went through committee with 
but the one amendment mentioned as 
contemplated in the Colonist of yester- 
day. Otherwise Tuesday's session was 
of comparatively little general interest. 

Included in the routine of the day 
was a petition from residents of Chilii- 
wack, presented by Mr. Munro, urging 
certain amendments to the Steam Boilers 
Inspection Act. The Private Hills com- 
mittee reported the. bill of the Vernon 
and Nelson Telephone Co., under which 
it is proposed to amalgamate the vari- 
ous telephone systems of the province; 
and the Railway committee transmit- 
ted to the 'House the bills of the Adams 
Itiver Railway Company, the Kootc- 
nay, Cariboo and Pacific, and the Paci- 
fic Northern and Omineca. Mr. Green 
introduced the bill of the Kootenay De- 
velopment and Tramway Company, 
which received its' first reading and went 
in the usual course to the Private Bilis 
committee. The Assessment Act was 
further considered in committee, and 
the bills to prevent obstruction of water 
courses (Prentice), to amend the Ben- 
evolent Societies Act (lOberts), to amend 
the Wellington Receivership Act (Eb- 
on*), and to amend the Department of 
(Mines Act (Prior), passed second read- 
ing with brief explanations of their 
ficopo and puriiose; while the hill to 
onserve the rights of pioneer settlers 
within the E. & X. reserve was intro- 
duced by message, given a first reading, 
and set for second reading at the next 
sitting of the House.

Mr. Blake opened the pro- 
ceedings by informing the judges that 
he wished to call as witnesses Mrs. Sul- 
livan, wife of Frank Sullivan, and his 
iatherin-law, George Wilson, of Roches- 
ter, wtho would not be here until Thurs- 
day. He said counsel on both sides had 
encountered difficulty in the unaccount- 
able absence of Mr. Gamey, and of 
whose whereabouts ho could give the 
court no information.

In the case, counsel should 
he (retained so as to assist the judges 
to decide the case. Gamey might ap- 
pear Thursday. In that case it would 
he unfortunate if Mr. Blake was to 
withdraw. Some one else would have 
to he procured to act instead of him. 
It is our wish that you continue in dis- 
charge of your duty, so that all honest 
persons may know the truth." Chancel- 
lor Boyd then asked Mr. Blake if he 
had any witnesses to appear other than 
the two he mentioned. Mr. Blake re- 
plied that he had only one more wit- 
ness, and that he wished the bank books 
examined. He understood that John- 
stone was also anxious to see the bank 
hooks, and thought that the court should 
'he adjourned until Thursday morning.

The tribesmen 
gathered in thousands from all parts of 
Southern Algeria for a ceremony of Or- 
iental splendor. The ceremony was held 
on n vast plateau. Hero the tribesmen 
assembled from all quarters, some hn-r- 
ing journeyed for miles across the des- 
ert. Tho chiefs were mounted on horses, 
but the tribesmen were on camels, and 
formed a great caravan. Their tents 
were arranged, as is the Arab custom, 
each tribe occupying a large circle, in 
the centre of which were droves of 
richly harnessed camels. 
Over S.UO0 men participated in the 

| gathering. A superb tent of camel 
hair fabrics and Arab tapestry had been 
erected for M. Loubet. As each tribe 
passed in review, its chief dismounted 
and paid homage to the President of 
Franco, who distributed decorations to 
the principal leaders. 

After the review came a native -fan- 
tasia, or exhibition of sports. There 
were feats of horsemanship and 1 much 
burning of gunpowder. The exhibition 
ended with a charge of all the naitiyo 
cavalry, which wheeled across; the plain 

(and charged towards tho station occu- 
pied by the President, pulling up their 
horses within 300 yards of his position. 

A mimic cohnbat followed, this repre- 
senting an attack upon and capture of a 
caravan by a desert tribe. The cere- 
monies were brought to a close by a 
grand "diffa," or Arab banquet, given 
by the chiefs in honor or M. Loubet.

The men refused to lower 
the jibs under a fresh squall encounter- 
ed off Corregidor, and the vessel had a 
n'nrrow escnpo from going ashore. John- 
son, the mate, was drunk and helpless. 
The belligerents were all arrested, and 
IMurphy, who was badly wounded, was 
removed to the hospital. 

ICapt. White in his testimony regard- 
ing the mutiny, in the Manila court stat- 
ed that tho mutiny was little better than 
'attempted piracy. His first mate, John- 
son, had stowed the clothes of Murphy 
and Chamberlain, wlio were not signed 
on, and were practically stowaways, in 
bis room, and from the conversation of 
the crew, it seems that the plan was to 
seize tho vessel, cower the master, anil 
take the vessel to the Philippine Island 
coast. 'What was to be done with her 
was not clear. The schooner was still 
at Manila when the mails left, awaiting 
a new crew.

TUSH UR'APS. 

', Tlie report of the fishery commission 
•which inquired into the fishing industry 
of (British Columbia has uoen niadoimb 
lie. The main thing of interest about it 
to the ipeonle of British Columbia ia that 
it is admitted in the report that uiothods 
used in adjacent American waters for 
catching the lish on their way to tho 
leaser river should bo permitted in Can- 
adian waters also. The general ciuee- 
tion, whether the use of traps Jans a 
tendency to deplete the supply of fish, 
has only an academic interest so far as 
tho fisheries of the Fraser river .tire con 
ccrne-d. Because the 'fish in these wat- 
ers are subject to the depredations 
caused by traps, whether Canada .permits 
them or net. The fish are not saved, 
aud the Canadian ennner 3« injured. 
The time that this view of the case has 
taken to jienetrnte the Ottawa con- 
sciousness is extraordinary. But we 
may hope that the report of this com- 
mission will hammer it home so . that it 
will not he forgotten. Of course there 
is quite a difference between the making 
of a report by a commission, and the 
taking of action upon that report by a 
government. The political considera- 
tions which affect governments remain 
in existence in spite of all the reports 
that were ever tiled. Bound an indus- 
try there always gather certain elements 
to whose interests it ministers that the 
industry should remain small and 
restricted, rather than that it should ex- 
pand. These elements in British Col 
umbia may bo relied ou, to the delight 
of American canners operating ..upon r 
plentiful and carefully protected sup 
ply of Canadian bred fish, to continue 
to resist tho introduction of lish traps 
But in all reason the government cannot 
any longer permit such elements to sway 
its policy. By the report of its own 
commission, it is plainly committed to 
the introduction of lish traps, and it will 
be open to most severe condemnation if 
it docs not now permit them to be iutro 
duced. That tho government should 
come under such censure might be politi 
cally satisfactory to us. But the inter 
ests of the country are infinitely more 
important than political advantage, and 
we sincerely hope to bo able to con- 
gratulate tho government in having the 
interests of the country at heart in this 
matter. 

THE OBIBNTAB PItOBl/BM. 

The Anglo-.Tad>aiiese alliance was bail- 
ed as a master stroke on the part of 
iGre.it Britain in the struggle with Rus- 
sia and Germany for prestige in ,tlie Ori- 
ent. Japan and Great Britain found a 
■basis of agreement in their determina- 
tion to prevent the partition of China 
and to maintain the door of 'Chinese 
<>omnierce open to the world. The alii 
ance was founded, however, upon « 
more or less temporary union of com- 
mercial purpose, and not upon airy. deep 
and abiding tie of race, religion or na- 
tional development. Great Britain de- 
sires the Open Door for Western civili- 
zation and British manufactures, Japan 
for Japanese predominance over the des- 
tiny of China. This is now becoming 
recognized in Japan itself, and ia being 
accentuated by the increasing friendli- 
ness Tictween Japan and China. Japan 
takes advantage of the Open Dow to 
enter and reorganize China. But hav- 
ing entered, the interests of Japan nre 
entirely those of China, and not of the 
Occidental iraeps Laving business in 
China. A iChino-.Tapancse alliance is 
extremely likely in the near future, and 
it is already recognized in Japan that 
•the Auglo-Japanese Alliance cannot long 
sulisist alongside of it. It has already 
been denounced in Japan as mere op- 
portunism and contrary to Japan's- ulti- 
mate interests. Tho great struggles of 
the world's history have been fought out 
u])oii racial "lines-, and the great struggle 
of the future will be between the Cau- 
casian and Mongolian races. Axe they 
to subsist side by side, circling in sep- 
arate orbits, and ruled by different ideas, 
or is one to be subject to the other? And 
if so, which? Xo one has ever doubted 
the immense, the inconceivable latent 
energy of China. Is that energy capa- 
ble of development ami organization? 
If we look at what has been accom- 
plished in Japan within the last gener- 
ation, we can hardly avoid answering 
that question In the affirmative. And, if 
we look at what is going on in China 
now, we can 'hardly doubt that thq de- 
rivative impulse of that development 
and organization is being transmitted to 
lOhina from Japan. In individual char- 
acter, the Japanese differs considerably 
from the /Chinese. A Japanese is onore 
docile and more susceptible to influence 
from without. The Chinese, as a race, 
are absolutely impervious to outside in- 
iftuence. Tho ideas, culture, religion 
land emotions of the West make no 
jnore impression upon them than ui>on a 
[block of adamant. To the Chinese we 
appear as a race o£ hot-blooded, childish 
end sentimental savages, that is, so far 
sis our language is capable of express- 
ing lite ideas, which i» not very far. "Wo 
can only treat a Chinaman's mjizid as a 
mathematician treats the problems of 
.four-dimensional space. These are 
things fl'l>oiit which ho can argue and 1 ar- 
rive at logical deductions, but die can- 
not imagine nor make concrete in his 
mind the conditions which determine 
them. (But even the Japanese in bor- 
rowing from the West, do not desire to, 
and icould not, if tbey would, assimilnte 
theeiifielvoa to the West. The appear- 



are merely borrowing from the West to 
achieve an Oriental purpose and to fur- 
ther an Oriental destiny. If that is so 
with regard to the Japanese, how much 
more so will it 'ho with regard to the 
Chinese? AVhatever he borrows, ho will 
remain himself. His individuality will 
uffer no change, only his potency to 1 
express it in -language intelligible 'to the 
rations who -only talk to him through 
tho muzzles of repeating rifles, or in 
language of which he does not under- 
stand, and -most delinitely does not desire 
to understand the meaning. The Jap- 
anese have learned all tho West had to 
teach them, that was essential to their 
purpose, in fifty years. China is quito 
capable of absorbing the same lesson in 
the same or a similar space of time, if 
once awakened to tho necessity of it. 
China, through the agency of Japan, 
■is being awakened and re-organization 
-has already "begun. But the activities 
of 'China will bo inspired by a definite 
and conscious Oriental policy; where- 
as Japan has been inspired by an in- 
ide&nite and subconscious Oriental pol- 
icy, at times even disguising itself under 
■ an' apparent desire for the character as 
well as the methods of Occidental civ- 
ilization. The eventual result no man 
can foretell. But events are moving 
quickly In the For East, and to much 
larger issues than wo are inclined to 
believe.

POOR GERMANY. 



Germany displayed great annoyance 
over the likelihood of the South African 
colonies giving a preference of 25 per 
cent, in favor of British goods. If the 
preference is to be the same kind of 
preference that Canada granted, Ger- 
many has no reason to be very much 
annoyed, but the chances are that it will 
he made a little more effectual. Under 
tho Canadian preferential tariff German 
goods have been freely imported into 
Canada as British goods. It reminds us 
of the story of the savage who was 
converted and baptised, being given a 
Christian name, and then told, among 
other tilings, not to eat moat on Friday. 
Tho missionary was surprised one Fri- 
day to find him eating meat, but when 
ho remonstrated the savage told him 
that he had poured water on the meat 
and called it fish. In the same way 
German goods entered Canada via Great 
Britain under the preference, the only 
difference to Canadians being one of 
label and price. In any case the Cana- 
dian market was of less importance by 
far to Germany than tho South African 
market. There, there was not merely in 
existence a racial sentiment between the 
Dutch aud Holland, which deals largely 
in German products, but Germans were 
themselves deeply interested in the gold 
mining industry, and naturally bought 
freely in their own country. Conse- 
quently, a British preference of 25 per 
cent, is a deadly blow to German indus- 
trialism, One reason why Germany is 
so excited over this report is that her 
means of retaliating upon Great Britain 
are practically exhausted. There is 
nothing in the way of fiscal unpleasant- 
ness left for Germany to ho guilty of 
to Great Britain, and imports from 
South Africa are not of a character to 
bo discriminated against. It was entire- 
ly different with Canada. Germany 
had an opportunity to attack Canada, 
and made prompt and Immediate use of 
it. Canada hns retorted with a surtax 
which will make things very unpleasant 
for any nation which discriminates 
against imports from Canada. The Ger- 
man reception of this fiscal proposal on 
the part of Canada has not yet had 
time to penetrate to Victoria. But we 
expect to have a serious fit of Teutonic 
apoplexy reported almost any day. It 
is so very unfair of the British colonies 
to take an attitude so different from 
that of Great Britain herself. When 
they aro attacked in their trade and 
commerce, they actually hit back, and 
they hit back with nil the force they 
possess, which is considerable. Great 
Britain has been so secure in her con- 
trol of great branches of trade, and of 
the business of maritime transportation, 
as to neglect attacks made upon her 
commercial fortress. Tho colonies aro 
are not so secure, they have not that 
glorious feeling of confidence which 
makes Great Britain so glorious in her 
disdain of rivals, but which is bound 
eventually to have such disastrous re- 
sults. The colonies have to make their 
industrial and commercial footing sure, 
and they believe in the intelligent adop- 
tion of means to .cuds, and in tho effi- 
cacy of governmental interference if 
other methods are not sufficient Ger- 
many may rugo against Canada nnd 
against South Africa as long as Ger- 
many cares to keop.up such an unprofit- 
able employment. That rage is much 
preferable! to the sneer Germany vents 
upon the supine conduct of Great 
Britain.

TAX ON CHINESE. 

Sir, — A short time ago I offered to sub 
scribe twenty-five dollars toward tho ex 
pensc of p reseating a petition to the non 
elective part of our legislature against the 
proposed tax Intended to exclude Chines' 
Eroin British Columbia. 

Every member or our local legislature 
knows that the Chinese are now extremely 
useful In the province, Whether as labor 
on farms or In flahlng, or In domestic ser- 
vice. Most of our local legislators employ 
Uiein— and If you were to ask their families 
you would Ami that tlie reply would 
most invnrlnbly be. "we don't know whnt 
we could do without them." 

Working men and trades unions have 
ways heon more or less unreasonable 
their demands. They fried to exclude skill- 
ed Scotch masons from London, England. 
They tried, ami had n long hitter war to 
exclude Irish from all mills and public 
works In England. Hero, If tliey could, tbey 
would have excluded Canadians from this 
Island, and now tlhey are trying to exclude 
workmen from Australia. 

Now, tyranny of this sort ought to he 
met by courageous resistance. I do not 
see that numbers) and noise tfliould dc.vde 
I he question, especially as the numbers and 
noise Is chiefly made up by aggrieved resi- 
dents in <-ltlei-. The innrtlcunte farmer has 
no .say. Yet we nil hope they will some 
day form a Inrge part or our community. 
Almost the only labor they can now employ 
Is Chinese. I know we cannot allow the 
country to become Chinese, and Hint a time 
may come when we ought to restrict or ex- 
clude. Put that time Is not yet. 

Tho Chinaman gives us tin? best part of 
Ids life for wages which he earns and ought 
to 'be at liberty to spend as he pleases. lie 
goe.s home to die. Generally his wife Ih 
left In China, and to make It possible to 
prevent this country becoming overrun by 
Chinese our local legislators might petition 
to prevent tlie Immigration of CCilnese wo- 
men. This would make 1t tpiite practi- 
cable nt some future date to exclude or 
diminish the numbers of Chinese hi our 
midst.

— It is semi-oflicial- 
ly reported at Vancouver that the gov- 
ernment intends making the following 
amendments to the timber laws: Thore 
will bo no surveying of timber lands 
held under license required until Octo- 
ber 1, 1004. The licenses will be trans- 
ferable and renewable. No person can 
take, out more than two licenses in one 
name. If more timber land is required 
by one person he must take out a lease. 
Timber land under licenses need not be 
rectangular as formerly required to be. 
It can be taken in several shapes, any 
one side, however, must not be more 
than half a mile long. It is understood 
that the loggers are to bo made ac- 
quainted with these proposed changes, 
•which will be embodied in a bill to be 
'brought before the House.

Tragedy in Tiinana. — According to a 
despatch from Dawson, D. Alexander 
Coutts, of Eastern Canada, was shot 
through tlio lungs nnd probably fatally 
wounded at the new town of Fairbanks, 
in the recently discovered Toiiaha ilig- 
gings, by William Dunckle, former min- 
ing recorder at Fairbanks, on April 7. 
The shooting is the lirst to occur in the 
Tanana basin, and excitement among 
the minors runs high; Judge Wickor- 
sham, of the United Stntes Court, is 
now in Fairbanks. The quarrel be- 
tween the men arose when Coutts claim- 
ed Dunckie had refused to grant him a 
town lot not shown on the books to be 
recorded.

Coutts 
whipped the then recorder, but when 
Dunckle cried, "Enough, enough," he 
would not stop. Then Dunckle drew his 
gun and fired, the shot passing through 
Coutts' body nnd piercing both lungs.

Also Throws Out Recommenda 
tion To Increase Tax on 
Manufacturers. 



Au adjourned meeting of the council 
was held yesterday evening iu tho com- 
mittee room at the City Hall for the ex- 
l>ress purpose of considering the special 
report of the Legislative committee con- 
taining various suggested amendments 
to the Municipal Clauses Act. The ses- 
sion was a more than usually interest- 
ing one, inasmuch as the discussion 
ranged over a variety of subjects of par- 1 
ticular importance in their bearing on 
matters affecting civic management. The 
report of tho committee as submitted 
was as follows: 

Strs, — Wc, your legislative committee, 
having duly considered the matters sug- 
gested and referred for our consideration, 
with a view of seeking amendments In the 
Municipal Clauses Act during the present 
session of Parliament, Jiave taken Into our 
consideration the sub-Joined amendments 
which embrace all those amendments willed 
We consider It desirable to bring forward, 
having regard to the probable shortness of 
the session, and the necessity therefore 
of avoiding amendments which will cause 
much controversy. 

These amendments nre: 

1. As amendment In the first sob-section 
of Section 50, to. enable the city to aid 
enterprises, both manufacturing, 'Industrial 
or commercial, (Including hotols or hydro- 
pathic establishments) outside the city lim- 
its, but adjacent thereto which directly 
ot Indirectly add to the revenue or other- 
wise benefit the city, and we consider that 
the form and extent of tho aid can be left 



as well as motors — both motor bicycles and 
cars. 

S. With regard to the issuing of liquor 
licenses, wc recommend that power be 
sought to limit the operation of liquor 
licenses to the six (Li) working days of the 
week, and 'that tho necessary amendments 
to effect this be made. 

lu regard to tlie engagement of the 
lUORIW of raising revenue by taxation on 
certain industries which have 'heretofore 
eseaped attention, your committee suggest 
that some further amount of taxation could 
Without being burdensome, be accepted by 
the following trades: Lumber merchants 
or manufacturers, chemical manufacturers, 
paint and soap manufacturers, and suggest 
a tax of $100 annually. Xpur committee 
also recommend flint the tax be levied on 
each separate and distinct business, the 
city by a general bylaw defining with due 
regard to custom what combination of 
Business may be carried on under tlho li- 
cense. 

10. The officer of the corporation charged 
flrlth collecting the business tax from tran- 
sient traders has always experienced a 
difficulty iu the collection of the transient 
trader tax from manufacturers or agents 
consigning goods to the city. Your com- 
mittee recommend that a sub-section should 
be added to Section 171 dealing with this. 

11. Owing to the repeal of sub-sections 20 
and ^'l of Section 171. striking out the spo- 
ela 1 tax on banisters and solicitors, a 
technical error lurs crept In under Section 
IT:; wliS.Hi requires amending. 

1". ruder tile provisions of the ••Official 
Map Act, 1803." the city Is empowered to 
call upon fences or improvements encroach- 
ing upon the line of street to be removed, 
but .the Act makes It absolutely condition- 
al that before that cash compensation for 
the removal should be paid before the en- 
creachor is compelled to remove. A section 
has been framed to lake tho place ot Hie 
existing Section 241. 

13. Your committee recommend that 
power shall be sought to enable the Coun- 
cil on their own Initiative and wltllinnt any 
reqf.lsitlon to consent of owners to side- 
walk, grade, macadamise, pave, fence and 
drain certain streets or roads.

The Executive of tho Provincial Min- 
ing Association held Uuy and evening 
sessions yesterday, the members iu their 
discussions covering considerable ground.

President John Keen announced that 
arrangements had been made to meet 
the government this morning at 10 
o'clock. 

Another lengthy discussion ensued in 
respect to the action of the Dominion 
government in refusing old to the silver- 
lead mines of the province. 

The committee appointed to draw up a 
resolution on this subject was in favor 
of the bonus asked for going to the 
producer of the ore. ' 

The report was referred back to the 
committee, Messrs. Belyea and Gait 
being added thereto. 

The executive also carried a resolu- 
tion to tho effect that a telegram be 
sent to John A. Retallnck, at Ottawa, 
asking what aid the executive could give 
in the way of procuring a bonus for the 
silver-lead industries. 

The Provincial Mining Department 
was then subjected to a severe criticism, 
Mr. Belyea contending that as it existed 
today it was of no use to the country. 

A communication was read from H. 
Mortimer Lamb, proposing that tho 
British Columbia Uecord be adopted as 
the official organ of the association. Ac- 
tion was deferred until tonight's meet- 
ing. 

Mr. Belyea complained that he hail 
sent identical letters to the British Co- 
lumbia members and senators at Ottawa 
in respect to the request that the Ottawa 
government appropriate $25,000 to the 
association, and that his letters had only 
been acknowledged by Senator Reid and 
Aulay Morrison, all the other British 
Columbia representatives ignoring the 
letters.

Vincent also took occasion to remark- 
that had the city had such power lis 
wa.s asked for in the clause a few years 
ago, it might have secured the location 
of tlie Chemainus milling plant at Es- 
quimalt, A bonus of $10,000 nt that 
time would have secured the advantages 
of the mills operations for Victoria. A 
majority of the aldermen disapproved 
of the cbuise; and, a vote being taken, 
it was struck out. 

When clause !) came to lie considered, 
a lengthy debate was engendered, Aid. 
Cameron strenuously opposing tlie sug- 
gestion, aimed nt in the clause, to in- 
crease the tax on certain manufacturers 
to $100, and also to devise a scheme of 
rendering more taxable the businesses 
conducted by departmental stores.

Plants Increasing Capacity in Expecta- 
tion of (iood Season. 

Judging from the large salmon can- 
ning plants mow in course of construc- 
tion on the Skeena. there is every indi- 
cation that there will be a busy season 
on the Northern river tliisi year. The 
Balmoral cannery, which the 15. C, 
Packers' Association took over from 
Turner, iBeeton & Co., is being convert- 
ed Into a four-line cannery, which will 
give it the largest capacity on tlld 
Skeena, it being expected that -10.00(1 
eases will be turned out. A new cannery 
on the tSkeenn is also being constructed 
for Finlay, Durham & ■Brodlc, with 11 
capacity of 30,000 cases. A full dou- 
ble line of machinery is being' installed. | 
This cannery is situated on the 'South- 
West of 'Smith Island, just outside of 
Skeena river. The building is being 
rushed in order to be in readiness for 
tho commencement of the season. 

The large preparations are due to the 
successful operations of past seasons o 
the Skeena. An estimate of the increns 
can 'be given when it is noted that 
while 000 boats were employed last 
year, there: will be over 1,000 this sea 
son. Many. Japs are going up to fish, 
and it is thought that the competition 
caused thereby will create dissatisfac- 
tion, and that eventually the conditions 
will be the same as prevailed on the 
Eraser dui'ihg Tide yeu'rs. '

Poundkeeper And Miss Preece 
See Things In Different 
Lights. 



Too Many Cows Brought Fine 
For Alexander— The Sur- 
veyors Bag. 



It was cow day at tho Polico Court 
yesterday. ' Poundkeeper Francis Cur- 
ruu had summoned several cattle owners 
from the wilds of Spring liidge and Ced- 
ar Hill to show cause why they had 
tethered their kine to graze on the city's 
grass. 

Miss Preeco — she, who the day before, 
had wanted "to go on with the case and 
got what's coming to her" — was the first 
deft. She was charged with tethering 
two cows to graze 021 Cedar Hill road. 
Her father — an old gentleman — appear- 
ed for the defence — he being an amateur 
lawyer. IIo banded his finding in a 
penciled stntemeut to the magistrate, 
who road it", smiled, and set it aside, 

Mr. Preeco wrote: May it please the 
court, and then following six or seven 
reasons why the case against his 
daughter should be dismissed. In the 
first place Curran had not sworn to tho 
information correctly; secondly, the mag- 
istrate had no jurisdiction— and thero 
wcro many sections, but the case went 
on notwithstanding. 

Francis Curran was called. He was 
tho poundkeeper. Ho would swear to 
that. He swore that he saw Miss 
Precce sitting knitting near two cows, 
one of which was tethered to a bush 
and engaged in eating the green grass 
of tho corporation. This was a fracture 
of the Pound bylaw. 

You saw mo knitting, said Miss 
Preece. N'it — I cannot knit. Moreover 
there was but one cow— a case of seeing 
double, she thought. She had this one 
COW by n .string leading it. 

Thus did tli evidence conflict. It was 
the oath of the poundkeeper on one side. 
That of Miss Preece on the other. Case 
dismissed. 

Before I he case was called Mr. Brad- 
burn, for the city, said that numbers of 
complaints having been made to tho city 
of people grazing their cows on thor- 
oughfares, tho council had determined to 
enforce the law, and put an end to such 
nuisances. 

There were several similar cases— all 
of which, excepting one against John 
Richards, which was remanded until 
Prid ay — being withdrawn.

In 1801, 1804 and 1899 the annual ex- 
penditure, it will be noted, was much 
above the average.

In the Boundary, was here 
und went over the spurs to t'.ie Brooklyn 
and Stemwinder mines, to ascertain how 
much Iron would be needed to get the 
curs to the dumps of those mines. The 
grading on these spurs was done over three 
yea is ago, but the steel was laid only to 
the Brooklyn shaft, to get In some new 
machinery, which was Instated just 'before 
work was discontinued on the group un- 
der the Breeu regime. It Is llgured that 
the metals will hove to he told for a dls- 
ti'ticc ot over 4,000 feet to get at bold mines 
nnd this Is expected to be undertaken in 
an early date. 

About the time that James Breen gave 
nil the management of the Brooklyn group, 
nearly two years ago, W. II. Thomas, con- 
sulting engineer for the B. C. 'Copper Co., 
made n thorough examination of the Do- 
minion Copper Co.'s mini's — the Brooklyn 
and Stemwinder — with a view to their ac- 
quirement by Hie B. C. Copper Co. The 
ore of these two mines is said to be quite 
dtslrablo for smelting purposes, and being 
of a satisfactory grade, could be used to 
■to advantage by any of the local Bmeltorfl. 
It was finally understood, however, that 
the Dominion Copper Co. asked too large 
a Clifrtl payment, and the deal fell through. 
It Is now said that a deal has been made 
for the sale of the ore on the dumps of the 
two properties, which can be loaded and 
shipped Quito Inexpensively when the steel 
is laid.
